SHOWING GRATITUDE BY 
PAYING FIREFIGHTERS 

Over the last two summers, as wild- 
fires incinerated much of Lane County, 
I saw countless yard signs thanking the 
firefighters who risked their lives to 
protect our homes. Finally, the biparti- 
san infrastructure bill transformed this 
gratitude into action. 

US. Forest Service firefighters have not 

een fairly compensated for their extreme- 
ly dangerous jobs. Entry-level federal fire- 
fighters are seasonal workers who earn 
only $13.45 per hour. Many can only pay 
their bills by working exhausting amounts 
of overtime. Typically, Forest Service fire- 
fighters work 16 hours a day for 14. days 
straight, with two days of rest between as- 
signments. These seasonal firefighters are 
ineligible for federal retirement plans or 
year-round health insurance. 

Many firefighters simply cannot af- 
ford to perform extremely arduous work 
that pays less than the fast-food indus- 
try. For this reason, many have left the 
profession or transferred to state agen- 
cies like CALFIRE that pay double the 
federal wages. According to Grassroots 
Wildland Firefighters, the federal fire- 
fighting force was staffed at 25 percent 
elow normal levels this summer. Lane 
County cannot afford to lose any fire- 
fighters — not with climate change mak- 
ing each fire season more catastrophic. 

Fortunately, Congress finally invested 
in our communities and in our firefight- 
ers by passing the bipartisan infrastruc- 
ture bill. This bill included provisions 
to raise entry-level firefighters’ pay by 
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$20,000 annually and converted 1,000 
seasonal firefighters to permanent posi- 
tions with full benefits. Thank you, Rep. 
Peter DeFazio, for working with your col- 
leagues to pass this bill. Our heroes de- 
served it. The safety of our communities 
depended upon it.

STOP CUTTING WHAT’S 
LEFT OF OLD GROWTH 

The COP26 convention in Glasgow 
made clear the urgency of the preserva- 
tion of our ancient forests as important 
reservoirs for carbon sequestration if we 
are to meet our climate goals. Our Pacific 
Northwest forests are among the highest 
forest carbon reservoirs in the world, es- 
pecially the older and largest trees. 

Therefore the proposed Flat Country 
Timber Sale, which would harvest 74,063 
acres, is a travesty. Fewer than 10 per- 
cent of our legacy forests remain, and it 
is time to stop the destruction of our few 
remaining old growth forests. We will not 
meet our climate goals unless we do. 

We recently read Norm Johnson and 
Jerry Franklin’s story map about the 
sale, in which they refute the reasons of- 
fered by the Forest Service to justify the 
massive cut and discuss the many rea- 
sons the preservation of these forests 
is so important, especially since there is 
so little remaining. Both helped develop 
the Northwest Forest Plan and have 100 
years of collective experience in the con- 
servation and management of federal 
forests in Oregon. 

At the conclusion, they offer sugges- 
tions that would be more productive op- 
tions for the Forest Service to pursue: 

“The Willamette National Forest 
should continue to focus its harvest on 
the thousands of acres of older planta- 
tions. The plantations are highly un- 
natural forest ecosystems established 
during the last 80 years; they lack the 
structural complexity, species rich- 
ness and many functional capabilities 
of naturally developed young forests. 
Carefully crafted thinning can produce 
timber volume and improve structural 
and compositional diversity.”

TRANSGENDER INMATE FILES LAWSUIT AGAINST STATE FOR GENDER DISCRIMINATION, DESCRIBES 
INSTANCES OF HARRASSMENT AND ASSAULT

transgender woman was housed in a men’s prison by the state of 
Oregon and assigned to share a cell with a known sexual predator who 
was serving a 40-year sentence for violent sex crimes against women. 

Zera Lola Zombie, an inmate held by the Oregon Department 
of Corrections (ODOC), filed a lawsuit against the state of Oregon 
and several individual defendants for negligence on the grounds of 
gender discrimination and sexual violence on Sept. 10. 

Zombie alleges that she experienced frequent physical and sexual violence from 
her cellmate and one other inmate listed in the lawsuit, and the Oregon DOC failed 
to respond to her complaints or provide any of the legally mandated Prison Rape 
Elimination Act (PREA) protections or counselling. 

PREA, passed by Congress in 2008, was designed to “provide for the analysis of 
the incidence and effects of prison rape in federal, state and local institutions and to 
provide information, resources, recommendations and funding to protect individuals 
from prison rape.” 

Despite being a transgender woman whowas being held inamen’s correctional facility, 
Zombie says in the suit, she was not recognized by the state of Oregon as a Vulnerable 
Adult-In-Custody, or a person at high risk for both physical and sexual assault. She was 
held at the Oregon State Penitentiary and before that, the Oregon State Correctional 
Institution. Both are men’s prisons. According to the lawsuit, “Ms. Zombie’s gender is 
legally recognized as female and she is classified in ODOC’s records as female.” 

Additionally, according to the 1994 Supreme Court case Farmer v. Brennan, acase 
involving a transgender woman, prison officials can be held accountable under the Eighth 
Amendment for acting with “deliberate indifference” to an inmate’s health or safety 
if they are aware the inmate faces “substantial risk of serious harm” and “disregards 
that risk” while they are incarcerated. The Eighth Amendment says, “Excessive bail 
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shall not be required, nor excessive fines imposed, nor cruel and unusual punishments 
inflicted.” Dee Farmer, like Zombie, was held in a men’s prison and alleged she was 
beaten and assaulted. 

One of the defendants in Zombie’s case, Jamie Breyman, the head of the the 
Transgender and Intersex Committee within ODOC’s Office of Population Management, 
was specifically named as someone who refused to transfer Zombie to awomen’s prison 
even after she reported and documented the continual abuse she endured. 

In her lawsuit, Zombie states that she has withstood continual verbal, mental and 
psychological abuse and harassment from her fellow inmates and ODOC staff on the 
basis of her sex, gender and gender identity, as well as several instances of assault by 
other inmates, including her cellmate. 

While Zombie was being held at the Oregon State Penitentiary, she was strip- 
searched by a male correctional officer in an open area, in full view of other prisoners 
and staff, who were also male. In another instance, another correctional officer made 
sexually suggestive and antagonistic remarks about Zombie’s genitalia in front of other 
prisoners, and refused to allow her to work in the facility’s furniture store “on the basis 
of sex, gender and gender identity discrimination,” according to court documents. 

These are only a couple instances of the psychological abuse correctional officers 
are alleged to have put Zombie through while she was in their custody. 

According to one of Zombie’s attorneys, John Burgess, the lawsuit is still in its 
preliminary stages, and depending on whether the trial goes to trial or is settled out 
of court, it can be upwards of two to two and a half years until the matter is resolved. 

In the meantime, Zombie is being held at the Coffee Creek Correctional Facility, 
which houses women and does intake for both men and women. 

The DOC has not responded to a request for comment at this time. *

efore making its way into your gas stove, natural gas begins its journey 
as super-heated, decomposed plants and animals deep beneath the 
Earth’s surface. From there, the methane-laden fossil fuel is extracted 
from the ground, processed and sent to homes through gas pipelines 
owned and operated by gas utilities. These companies typically pay 
fees to local governments in what are called franchise agreements, 
allowing them to freely lay and maintain pipes under the city’s roads. 

Natural gas regulation and large-scale building electrification lie at the crux of the 
debate over how to wean Eugene off of fossil fuels. After years of failed negotiations 
with gas company NW Natural over the terms of a new franchise agreement, Mayor 
Lucy Vinis and the Eugene City Council are considering new ways to push the city 
towards full decarbonization, with or without an agreement with the gas utility. 

The majority of residential homes in Eugene are heated by electricity, but for 
those that aren’t — which EWEB estimates is about one in four Eugene homes — the 
natural gas used to heat homes and water, as well as gas stovetops, is supplied by 
NW Natural. 

In Vinis’ own house, gas from NW Natural powers her furnace and stove, though 
she says she’s in the process of swapping her gas stove for an electric one. 

“I would very much like to convert my furnace to an electric one, too,” Vinis says, 
“but I have an older house, so it’s not a straightforward conversion.” 

The 20-year franchise agreement — first negotiated in 1999 — expired in 2019, 
prompting city councilors and officials from NW Natural to begin meeting to discuss 
terms of anew agreement. In accordance with carbon reduction goals set in the city's 
Climate Action Plan (CAP) 2.0, city councilors sought to limit the future expansion 
of natural gas infrastructure in Eugene and increase fees imposed on the utility. 

But as negotiations dragged on, it became clear that the company was not going 
to cooperate. 

“It goes without saying that any move from the city to promote electrification is 
perceived as threatening the business model for a gas utility,” Vinis says. “That’s 
why it’s so hard to do.” 

After multiple six-month extensions, the city finally walked away from negotiations 
in May. NW Naturalis currently operating in Eugene without a franchise agreement,

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meaning the company must apply for individual 
project permits every time it wants to repair 
its pipes or lay new ones. 

According to statistics included in Eugene’s 
CAP 2.0, natural gas makes up 27.8 percent 
of the city’s carbon emissions, of which 30 
percent comes from residential use and 70 
percent from commercial and industrial uses. 
A2020 EWEB study on the potential effects of 
electrification found that homes with electric 
appliances emit 56 percent less carbon than 
gas homes. 

The same study found that, when combined 
with increased use of electric vehicles, 
widespread electrification of commercial and 
residential buildings could reduce carbon 
emissions enough to meet 14 percent of the 
city’s carbon reduction goals by 2030. 

So, how do we get there? 

Dylan Plummer, a local grassroots organizer 
and a senior campaign manager for the Sierra 
Club, says it's easier than the City Council 
makes it out to be. The city, he says, should 
dump the franchise agreement, and impose 
a higher fee on NW Natural to fund projects 
to electrify future building developments in 
Eugene and invest in research into how to 
electrify the city’s existing building stock. 

“We shouldn’t be collaborating with fossil fuel 
corporations to reduce emissions,” Plummer 
says. “We should have our city regulating those 
corporations as a democratically elected body.” 

Plummer and other climate organizers 
sent a letter to the City Council signed 
by representatives from 25 community 
organizations, in which activists outline a 
detailed plan for how the city can transition 
off fossil fuels. 

By increasing the percentage of its revenue 
Northwest Natural pays the city from 5 to 7 
percent, the letter states that the city could 
generate an additional $560,000 a year. This 
additional money could then be put towards

of existing electric appliances in commercial buildings, it says, as well as converting their houses. 


natural gas households in Eugene to electric. The letter also asks that the city ban all 
future natural gas infrastructure, and that the City Council work to create aroadmap 
detailing the necessary steps to electrify Eugene’s entire building stock by 2045. 


“If we want to take meaningful steps on climate, then we need the city to do 
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everything in their power,” Plummer says. 
“We just don’t have any time left to kick the 
can down the road.” 

EWEB General Manager Frank Lawson 
says the best way for the city to electrify is to 
make electricity cheaper for customers than 
natural gas. EWEB already provides financial 
incentives for using electricity over gas in the 
form of cash rebates for buying electric water 
heaters and charging electric vehicles. But the 
more the federal and local governments do to 
encourage electricity adoption, the quicker 
this transition will be, Lawson says. 

“If you’re saving money, that payback is 
going to drive a lot of people’s decisions,” 
he says. 

However, EWEB board commissioner Matt 
McRae says that full electrification will take time 
regardless. Because a large number of homes 
in Eugene are rental properties, it’s difficult 
for policy makers to incentivize electrification 
and building efficiency. Financial benefits would 
have to be split between property owners and 
tenants, making it difficult for the incentives 
to work as intended. 

The transition is possible and necessary, 
McRae says, but the city has a long list of 
hurdles to clear before electrification will 
have a noticeable effect on carbon emissions. 

“It’s not going to happen overnight,” he 
says. “It will probably require several decades 
to make that transition completely.” 

Vinis points to funding as the major hang- 
up preventing the city from acting quickly on 
building electrification. Individuals will need 
to make lifestyle changes — like limiting use 
of fossil fuel vehicles and converting natural 
gas appliances to electric — ifthe city hopes to 
reach carbon neutrality in the coming decades, 
she says. 

But they can’t do this without the city’s 
support. Even with additional revenue 
generated from increased fees, Vinis says 


the city doesn’t have the money to support households that can’t afford to electrify 
“It’s the role of the city and of public policy to create a landscape that makes it 


easier for the community to do what they need to do,” she says. “The community 
cannot shoulder it on their own.” ®

OHECK OUT ERIC MILLEGAN AS HE 
RETURNS FROM BROADWAY TO 
PERFORM IN ACE’S 


e may not bea household name, but Eric 
Millegan is the closest thing Springfield 
has toa local child actor who grew up to 

be astar of stage and screen. 
Born in New Jersey but raised in 
Springfield, Millegan, now 47, got his start under the 
guidance of Eugene theater veteran Joe Zingo, who 
oversaw his work during the 1980s with groups ranging 
from Eugene Opera (young Millegan’s first stage role was 
in the chorus in Amahl and the Night Visitors) to Zingo’s 
then-newly formed Actors Cabaret of Eugene, which cast 
him in such shows as Annie, Wizard of Oz and Camelot. 
Jump ahead a few decades and Millegan, by then 
living in New York City, appeared in 63 episodes as Dr. 
Zack Addy on the television series Bones, with occasional 
spots on Law and Order: Criminal Intent and 100 Centre 
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Street. He’s also done theatrical roles on and off Broadway, 
including Jesus Christ, Superstar. 

Now he’s coming back to Eugene to take on the lead 
role of Buddy in Elf: The Musical, which opens Nov. 19, 
marking the post-pandemic return to live performance 
for Actors Cabaret of Eugene. And, yes, Zingo is directing 
the show, 80 years after he last directed Millegan, in 
ACE’s Sweeney Todd. 

Based on the 2008 movie with Will Ferrell, Elf, which 
opened on Broadway in 2010, is about the adventures 
of Buddy, who discovers he’s not a real elf and learns 
from Santa that his real dad is in New York City and on 
the “Naughty List.” So Buddy sets off to the Big Apple. 

Casting a New York pro in a community theater play 
came about after Millegan filmed a video audition tape 
for the national tour of Elf six years ago. When he didn’t 


get the job, he posted the video on Facebook, where Zingo 
saw it years later and emailed him that Actor’s Cabaret 
was looking for a Buddy. “I’d cast you,” he wrote. 

“If you’re serious, let’s do it,” Millegan emailed back. 
By then he was living with his husband, Charles Michel, 
for a two-year visit in Anacortes, Washington, where 
Millegan — who publicly announced in 2010 that he 
suffers from bipolar disorder — has been working as a 
peer mental health counselor and directing acommunity 
theater production of The Fantasticks. 

To get ready for the ACE show, he applied for and 
received a union waiver allowing him to work at a 
community theater, and has been making the six-hour 
one-way drive twice a week from Anacortes for rehearsals. 

Millegan’s looking forward to acting and singing again 
on his home territory. “I haven’t done a musical since 
Pirates [of Penzance, with Eugene Opera] in 2006!” he 
says. — Bob Keefer

The John G. Shedd Institute for the Performing Arts is dreaming of a white 
Christmas, and Eugene audiences should be, too. In December, Shedd Theatricals 
will present Holiday Inn, the first musical they’ve put on stage in two years. 

Holiday Inn is a 2016 Broadway stage adaptation of composer and songwriter 
Irving Berlin’s 194.2 movie musical by the same name. The movie starred Fred Astaire 
and Bing Crosby, and introduced to the public classic numbers like “Happy Holiday” 
and “White Christmas.” 

Packed top to bottom with musical numbers, Holiday Inn tells the story of a “song- 
and-dance man” who leaves the business and moves out to a rundown Connecticut 
farm, which he turns into an inn with the help of a local school teacher. The inn puts 
on performances to celebrate each holiday, hence the name. The Shedd’s executive 
director, Jim Ralph, calls the production a “classic backstage musical,” or a show 
within a show. 

Ralph says The Shedd typically puts on a celebratory and holiday-oriented 
show during the month of December. But last year’s very COVID Christmas caused 
inevitable setbacks. Though concerts and guest artists have The Shedd’s doors open 
to audiences, Holiday Inn will be their first musical since December 2019. 

Ralph says Holiday Inn is full of heart, and that theater-goers can look forward to 
agreat cast, plenty of comedy, plenty of dance and, above all, “all these darn songs.” 

“Even if you don’t think you know them, alot you dojust because they’re in your ear 
bone,” he says. “The songs are just fabulous and really well-chosen.” — Ella Hutcherson

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CELEBRATE IN SONG WITH 
EUGENE CONCERT 
CHOIR AND EUGENE 
VOCAL ARTS 


When it was time to draw up a program for the holiday season, Diane Retallack, 
the artistic director of the Eugene Concert Choir and Eugene Vocal Arts, knew 
exactly what she wanted. 

“I wanted a celebration,” she declares. 

She will get that on Dec. 12 at the Hult Center when both vocal groups, along 
with nationally renowned gospel vocalist Theresa Thomason, converge at 
Silva Concert Hall for A Holiday Celebration. It’s a tribute to the season with 
arrangements of traditional holiday and religious pieces, and, maybe, just an 
all-out celebration at the end for all of us having made it this far in the pandemic. 

The 80-strong Eugene Concert Choir, making its first in-person appearance 
since the pandemic, will sing arrangements of “A Celtic Noel” as well as “Ya Ba 
Bom” (a Jewish folk piece) and “The Little Drummer Boy,” among many others. 

Eugene Vocal Arts, a chamber ensemble nearly 40-strong, will be dressed 
in Elizabethan costume and sing six madrigals, motets and carols from the 
Renaissance period. 

The end of the program veers in a unique direction with a medley arrangement 
of — get ready for it — Kool and The Gang’s “Celebrate” and Rare Earth’s “I Just 
Want to Celebrate.” 

Hey, we need something for having made it this far in the pandemic. 

Before that, however, Thomason makes her appearance to sing “Have Yourself 
A Merry Little Christmas” and, most notably, “Sound Over All Waters.” 

“Sound Over All Waters” was composed in 1982 by Paul Halley, then the 
director of music at The Cathedral of St. John The Divine in New York City, on 
the occasion of Coretta Scott King, widow of Martin Luther King, delivering a 
Sunday morning sermon. 

Thomason, a Connecticut-based gospel vocalist, who sings extensively in 
New York City and travels the world, does amazing work with “Sound Over All 
Waters.” It must be heard, and I’ll leave it at that. — Dan Buckwalter

o step foot into his garden is to be in the midst of as 
many lines of poetry as there are leaves of oak, with 
quotes by his favorites including William Blake, Bob 
Dylan and, of course, Charles Dickens carved into 
wood and stone all around. 





“Twill honour Christmas in my heart, and try to keep it all the year.” 
—a quote from Dickens’ 1843 novella — is carved into stone, the words 
divided between four slabs that are placed due north, west, south and 
east in a corner of Rickie Birran’s garden. 

And the words of A Christmas Carol are certainly engraved into 
Birran’s mind after performing them more than 4.00 times, yet his mind 
is far from the only space these words occupy in Birran’s life. Birran 
shares his passion for Dickens’ classic ghost story each year at Eugene’s 
Holiday Market, where he has been delivering his recitation since 2010. 
“I try to give each performance something different,” Birran says. He 
explains that the fact that he can perform each recitation differently 
is a tribute to Dickens’ magical way of weaving words together. “It’s 
poetry,” he says. 

Birran says his purpose in giving the recitation aligns with the 
purpose of all of his recitations, “to enrich, encourage, enlighten and 
entertain.” His set up for A Christmas Carol features sculptures of the 
ghosts in the story, made by Eugene artist Dan Chen, and an ornate 
gold frame which seems to amplify the hollow scoffs Birran delivers as 
the story’s protagonist, the miserly Ebenezer Scrooge. 

Despite having delivered his recitation of A Christmas Carol 434. 
times, Birran is far from a snob, as renditions of the story go. “The 
Mister Magoois my favorite,” he grins. He and his wife, Bethany Brown, 
who were married in the garden in 2017, agree that the Magoo variation 
is his favorite because it “is just silly” and stays true to Dickens’ story. 
“It’s really a story of transformation,” Birran says, “of what it means 
to be human.” And of “what it means not to be human,” Brown muses.

ight years ago, Old Nick’s Pub owner Emily Nyman says she was 
undergoing cancer treatment — and the Harry Potter series was an 
escape for her. 
“I wanted to create an event where people could come just for the 
day, they were in a magical world,” she says about first creating the Old 
Nick’s event. “And they could escape from whatever stressors of the holiday season.” 

Inits fourth year, the annual Witchcraft and 
Wizardry Yule Ball at Old Nick’s on Saturday, 
Dec. 18, is away for people to escape not just the 
stress of the holidays but also the pandemic. 

For those unfamiliar with Harry Potter and 
the Goblet of Fire (the fourth book in the series), 
the Yule Ball is a formal dance held before the 
Triwizard Tournament magical contest. 

The Old Nick’s Pub event is a way to reclaim 
the magic from the transphobic she-who-must- 
not-be-named author, Nyman says. Normally, 
it’s he-who-must-not-be-named, a name for 
the fascist wizard Voldemort who’s trying to 
“purify” the wizarding world. But author J.K. 
Rowling earned the name after going ona 
transphobic rant on Twitter in 2020. 

That made Nyman question whether to continue the event, but she says after 
speaking with some of her trans employees and deciding to donate some of the proceeds

to Trans Lifeline, the annual event will continue. “J.K. Rowling may not support trans 
folks,” she says, “but our fan event does, in a monetary way.” 

Before 8 pm, the event is all ages and family-friendly, Nyman says. In addition to 
vendors selling magical items at the pub’s outdoor “Diagon Alley,” there will also be 
live sword fighting, a Hogwarts house sorting event and puppet show. Nyman also 
contacted local cosplayers, so expect Hogwarts Headmaster Albus Dumbledore and 
professors in attendance. When the clock 
strikes 8 pm, it’s a 21-plus event. Nyman says 
the fire dancing will be more risqué and risky. 

Because of COVID-19, a portion of the event 
is outdoors, but Nyman says, “The great thing 
about a Harry Potter event is that everyone is 
wearing robes and big capes.” 

She does caution that muggles (non-magic 
people) will pay a higher entrance fee, so she 
encourages people to dress like it’s the Yule 
Ballin Hogwarts — whether it’s formal wizard 
wear or your favorite character from the series. 
Ifyou need more incentive, there’s acash prize 
costume for adults and a prize-filled children’s 
costume contest.

Immigrant Song 


NO-NO BOY BRINGS ENGAGING NONFICTION POP MUSIC ABOUT 
THE ASIAN AMERICAN EXPERIENCE TO THE HULT CENTER

ortland musician Julian Saporiti, who 

performs as No-No Boy, tells me with a 

note of sarcasm that spring break 2019 

was the worst ever. That’s because 

while other students were taking time 

off, Saporiti — who’s in the middle of 

completing his doctoral degree in 

American Studies at Brown University — traveled with 

friends and colleagues to the border of Texas and Mexico, 

where they would return several times throughout 2020. 

The objective was to see for themselves the conditions 

at ICE detention facilities, many holding women and 

children from Central and South America seeking asylum 
in the U.S. 

No-No Boy’s latest release, 1975, is the second 

installment in a two-part album series, doubling as 

Saporiti’s own ongoing doctoral thesis, and it’s out now 
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on Smithsonian Folkways Recordings. On each album, 
Saporiti has synthesized his own research in the Asian 
American experience — including oral histories of World 
War II Japanese internment camps, fact-based documents 
and news stories and his own family history. Saporiti’s 
mother was a Vietnamese refugee to the U.S. 

Altogether, it creates a nonfiction, storytelling form 
of popular music, with the sound leaning toward folk and 
Americana styles, but also the smartly composed edge 
and literate feel of rock bands like Eels or even mature- 
era Elvis Costello records like Brutal Youth from 1994. 

Alongwith storytelling and multimedia visual elements, 
No-No Boy performs Nov. 20 at the Hult Center, part of 
the ongoing 10X10 concert series highlighting emerging 
artists. 

Through Saporiti’s academic work, he grewinterested 
in the untold stories of marginalized communities 
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throughout American history. This led him to the Texas- 
Mexico border back in 2019, a recent hotspot for anti- 
immigration sentiment as refugees from Central and 
South America seeking asylum in the U.S. 

While there, Saporiti wrote songs — 1975’s baroque- 
pop “Close Your Eyes and Dream of Flowers” was written 
outside one of the detention centers, he says — and he 
also played a concert for lawyers working pro bono for 
women and children refugees caught up in that system. 

“I was so overwhelmed looking at the overlapping 
histories,” Saporiti continues. Not just the detention 
centers, but also “Native Americans put into reservations,” 
he says. “Japanese being put into camps; the history of 
Jim Crow and slavery where I’m from, the South; all of 
these state-sponsored racist policies.” 

The son of an acclaimed country music promoter, 
Saporiti was raised in Nashville, more or less on music 
row, he says — the de facto heart of the country music 
industry. He played music as a boy, and graduated from 
Berklee College of Music in Boston, finding some success 
touring the world with his band, Young Republic. Burned 
out on the music industry, Saporiti returned to school, 
earning first a master’s degree in ethnomusicology, and 
otherwise, he says, working to “un-stunt” his education. 

“When you’re a boy in a rock band and you get a 
record deal when you’re 19, you stay at that emotional 
intelligence,” Saporiti explains. “Youjust live and survive. 
I felt like I was still a teenager when I was in my late 20s. 
I didn’t get the college education a lot of my peers got.” 
Coming from the South in the’80s and’90s, and returning 
to school to read works of feminist and queer theory, 
among other marginalized communities, “was like asalve 
and potion that opened my eyes,” he says. “It felt like I 
was drinking from a firehose.” 

Even though Saporiti wrote papers and gave talks on his 
research into the Asian American experience throughout 
his academic career, he says he found no better way to 
communicate with an audience than through songwriting. 

“I was like, man, it would be cool if I could reach more 
people with these stories,” Saporiti continues. Writing 
songs, he says, is “how I’ve always interacted with the 
world.” 

Musicians commonly return to school as a “Plan B.” 
In a twist on that narrative, though, Saporiti is earning 
asecond chanceas a music performer by, paradoxically, 
going back to study something else. 

His latest release, he says, “is my most well-received 
album!” And on the top of music based historical subject 
matter he adds, “I think there’s lots of utility for the past. 
I hope the past is studied in service of the present and 
the future.” m

‘Dear Sugar’ 


OREGON CONTEMPORARY THEATRE COMES BACK FROM THE 
PANDEMIC WITH A FAST-PACED REFLECTION ON PAIN, 


SORROW AND REDEMPTION

he culture of therapy provides the 
framework for Tiny Beautiful Things, 
amoving but unconventional play that 
marks the return to live performance 
after a year-and-a-half COVID break 
at Oregon Contemporary Theatre. 
When the lights come up, Sugar 
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(Tracy Nygard), a freelance writer, is conned into taking 
over an online advice column called “Dear Sugar.” The 
job offers no pay, despite the whirlwind of broken lives 
that end up pouring into her laptop’s inbox seeking help. 

Sugar quickly gets to know such people as WTF, who 
poses that existential eponymous question in place of 
properly grieving his son, killed in a collision. She deals 
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with lusts and dissatisfactions of middle-aged marriages, 
the problems of addiction, the challenges of grief and the 
difficulty of forgiveness. 

The play, which premiered at The Public Theatre in 
New York in 2016, was adapted by Nia Vardalos (the star 
of My Big Fat Greek Wedding) froma series of essays ina 
2012 book by Cheryl Strayed, who in real life anonymously 
wrotejust such an online advice column for a couple years 
for The Rumpus. Strayed is perhaps best known for Wild, 
her 2012 account of hiking 1,100 miles of the Pacific Crest 
Trail, later a movie starring Reese Witherspoon. 

Inabrilliant stroke by Vardalos, Sugar’s highly engaged 
readers are depicted in the play by an ensemble of three 
actors. In OCT’s production, directed by Inga Wilson, 
actors Eric Braman, Chelsey Megli and Patrick Dizney 
engage in high-energy discussion with Sugar that keeps the 
play moving despite its lack of a strong story arc. Dizney, 
in particular, brings a Spencer Tracy-like gravitas to the 
pain and sorrow of WTF and other readers seeking help. 

In the play, as Strayed did in the real world, Sugar 
brings her own life to bear on the advice she dispenses 
to readers. Along the way we learn that her mother died 
of cancer at the age of 45, that Sugar has had her own 
problems with heroin and meth and has had plenty of 
familiar romantic problems. 

Ultimately, her readers are able to piece together her 
biography, and begin demanding her name. What might 
be the weakest point in the script is when Sugar at last 
comes clean, and announces, as though this were of great 
moment, that she is Chery] Strayed. 

Tiny Beautiful Things is quick and clever and 
occasionally wise, in a self-help kind of way. While it 
lacks much shape as a story — you have to wonder what 
Sugar learns from revealing her true identity — the letters 
Sugar is called on to answer are powerful even as static 
pieces. I’m certain there were some tears in the audience 
behind all those pandemic masks. m

I’m a non-binary person who was assigned male at 
birth (AMAB). | gravitate towards femininity in life and in love. My question is about the 
inclusiveness of the label “lesbian.” Is this a label only for women? Or is it inclusive of 
everyone who is feminine and is attracted to femininity? My goal is to label myself appro- 
priately without infringing on others. — All Loves Labeled Inclusively 

As labels go, ALLI, “lesbian” seems pretty darn binary to me. Now, the meaning of any given 
word evolves and changes over time, of course, and meaning follows use. But lesbian currently 
means — and is currently used to mean and will most likely continue to mean — a woman who is 
exclusively attracted to other women romantically and sexually*. So frankly, ALLI, I’m confused 
about why someone who’s your brand of non-binary (AMAB, femme and into femmes) would even 
want to identify as a lesbian. Since you're neither a woman nor a man, ALLI, why would you want 
to use such a gendered label? (Why you might feel entitled to use it is another subject, one I'll 
leave that for commenters to discuss.) 

That said, no one can stop you from using the term lesbian to describe yourself. You know 
how they say in anti-anti-cancel-culture discourse that there’s no such thing as cancel culture, 
only accountability? Well, ALLI, there’s no such thing as gatekeeping or gatekeepers; there are 
no identity cops out there with the power to make arrests or issue fines. There are only people 
who might find your shit annoying. In the case of your specific shit, ALLI, some lesbians are gonna 
find it annoying — extremely annoying — but annoyed lesbians can’t prevent you from self-iden- 
tifying as a lesbian any more than annoyed Slate writers can prevent Louis C.K. from selling out 
stadiums.
